THE CHANGE OF THE MIND 


I 
RRESPECTIVE of the amazing progress of human thought, it is an 
established fact that the mind changes its way very slowly—take it in 
the mass 
On the other hand, though this mind has been able to build, con­ 
struct, invent, create—though it lias been able to measure distance in all 
directions, light, sound, and has been able to send the human voice 
through the ether around tile world, still it has never been able to 
measure its own capacity! 
No owner of a mind has any idea as to what that 
mind 
may do 
under the most strenuous and concentrated efforts, 
It was George Bernard Shaw, I believe, who once told a reviewer, 
that he was bom with only ordinary talents, and that what he had a t­ 
tained in prominence was but the product of great personal will and sac­ 
rifices to a set purpose. 
My friend, O. R. Shaeffer, advertising chief for Marshall Field & 
Co. in Chicago, recently called my attention to the fact that the keyhole 
is one of our very oldest institutions; and that though great things have 
been achieved, not until recently did someone discover that it would be 
just a little more convenient for that little old keyhole to be in the 
knob of the door itself, rather than above or below it where it took so 
much time to find it! 
We still stick to some of the oldest customs of our fathers. For why 
I do not know, unless it be that we dislike so much to change our mind 
about the simplest conventions and customs. 
However, where money seems to be involved, custom and convention 
do not seem to amount to much. 
Destruction goes on wholesale if im­ 
provement in methods in business may result. 
Why shouldn’t the same 
idea apply to human advancement? 
I have never been able to discover 
anything especially sacred about most of our conventional modes and 
manners. 
If happiness and a finer viewpoint upon the world are secured, and 
a cleaner outlook upon life is tile result, why should not the maid change 
its ways and step up to a higher round upon the ladder? 
The man or woman with a mind of his or her own—and with a 
courage to command that mind—how rare such human beings are! 
Yet 
how refreshing to any of us. 
We laugh at the strange working of the minds of those of a thousand 
years ago. A hundred, or a thousand years from now, there will be those 
who will laugh at our present ideas and customs. 
However, that will 
mean progress anyway
